JOHN BRIGHTS RETIREMENT. 

The interest of the American people in 
John Bright and all that he does will make 
his retirement from the Cabinet almost a per- 
sonal matter to them. For a quarter of a 
century, or even longer, John Bright has 
been the stanch and steadfast friend of this 
country, and at times when to be our friend 
required courage on his part and exposed 
him to obloquy from his own countrymen. 
Yet he has never wavered in his champion- 
ship of everything American, and almost his 
last public utterance was a glowing tribute 
to American literature and literary men. 
spoken upon the occasion of the opening of a 
new library in Manchester, for which, as was 
usual, ne suffered the derision of most of the 
English newspapers. 

As Mr. Bright’s retirement from the Cabi- 
net is very generally considered a retirement 
to private life, a brief sketch of his political 
career will not be out of place. He first ap- 
peared in public life as a distinguished mem- 
ber of the Anti-Oorn Law League in 1839, 
but he did not take aseat in Parliament un- 
til April, 1843, making his maiden speech for 
free trade in the following August. He at 
once took a prominent place in the Parlia- 
mentary debates by his efforts for free trade 
and by his association with Mr. Cobden in 
financial reform movements. In 1852 he 
was reélected, and made himself conspicu- 
ous by his opposition to the policy of the Rus- 
sian war, and this opposition caused him the 
loss of his seat, but in 1857 he was reélected 
to represent Birmingham, and he has 
continued to represent it down to the 
present: time. After 1857 he was) identi- 
fied with schemes for el ral re 
form and the extension of the suf- 
frage.

His health hav- 
ing been regained, he was appointed to the 
Chancellorship of the Duchy of Lancaster 
in August, 1873, succeeding Mr. Childers, 
and he held that posit’ m until the Liberals 
went out of office in February, 1874. The 
Conservatives remained in power six years. 
In March, 1880, Parliament was dissolved. 
In the election the foreign policy of the Gor- 
ernment was the issue, and in that issue the 
Conservatives were defeated. The Liberals 
came into power, and in April Mr. Gladstone 
was summoned to Windsor to form anew 
Government. In filling the posts at his dis- 
posal, he assigned Mr. Bright to his old posi- 
tion of Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster. 

There have not been wanting many signs 
that Mr. Bright has been restless under the 
policy of his party. Though acting with 
them in the Irisn-matter, for instance, it is 
evident that he did not sympathize with co- 
ercion measures, and in his speeches upon 
the land question he more than once hinted 
at methods by which coercion might be 
avoided, and called attention to his own 
measures in previous legtslation that would 
be condacive to a peaceful settlement. On 
the Egyptian policy he hus been as fully de- 
cided as he was on the Russian in 1852. 
Neither by nature, temperament, relig- 
ion, nor politics could he sympathize 
with it, and dy his retirement he 
has relieved himself from the odium 
which attaches to it, for it is morally cer- 
tain that when the bombardment of Alex- 
andria becomes a matter of history it will 
not be an achievement of which the English 
nation will de proud. It is as yet uncertain 
whether Mr. Bright’s retirement is a last 
farewell to political life or not, but whatever 
meaning it may have the American people 
Will extend to him their most cordial wishes 
and most friendly sentiments, and no man in 
Europe would receive a more genuine and 
hearty welcome should he employ his leisure

EXPERIMENTS IN STREET PAVING. 
There are some interésting departures in 
the way of paving experiments in this city, 
For a number of years the wooden-block 
pavement in some form or other mondpolized 
the streets of Chicago. This city was re- 
garded as the home of the Nicolson pave- 
ment. No other pavement was contemplat- 
ed, and it was laid equally on the heavily 
traveled streets and the byways. Experience 
has proved, however, that the wooden blocks 
are not equally well-suited to all classes of 
streets. Hence the experiments in new 
directions. A granit pavement 1s now in 
process of construction on Monroe street be- 


laid upon a substantial foundation of 
broken stone covered with sand, and 
it looks as though it would endure forever. 
It will be frightfully noisy as compared with 
the wooden blocks, but as it is laid in front 
of the Palmer House and the Chicago Ciub 
its toleration in this block will be good evi- 
dence that it will not be intolerable else- 
where. It is the sort of pavement which 
must be adopted sooner or later for the 
Streets given over to heavy and constant 
traffic. On thoroughfares line Wabash ave- 
nue, lined by residences but much traveled, 
the noise of stone is objectionable on one 
side, and on the other the property-owners 
cannot afford to renew the wooden-block

But there are two things 
true of all kinds of pavements: (1) They 
must be constructed honestly and substan- 
tlally, and (2) they must be kept in repair 
constantly. Whatever else the city may or 
may not doin regard to the streets, simple 
justice to the property-owners who bear the 
cost of the street-pavements demands that 
ments should be made for regular in- 
and repair of all pavements that 
have been recently constructea, No test of 
relative merits will be complete without this 
condition. 
— 
THE EGYPTIAN PROBLEM. 

Having accomplished her purpose with a 
success which the ashes of Alexandria show 
to have been complete, Great Britain has now 
before her questions which she will find it 
difficult to solve. She has by her late course 
reopened the Eastern question and restored 
therein a factor which had been withdrawn 
by the united Powers of Europe, and was re- 
garded as settled. Just how mach her ac- 
tion is approved by them remains to be seen. 
As yet advices from Europe are vague and 
somewhat indefinit on this subject, and we | 
are inclined to believe that even those show- 
ing a tendency by other Powers to sanction 
her action have been more or less colored by 
reaching us through British channels. The 
result brought about by the horrible energy 
of her fleet, the weighty questions which her 
action has reopened, and in the settlement of 
which each of the leading European Pow- 
ers will undoubtedly claim the right 
to participate, lead us to believe that 
they will be somewhat chary of their appro- 
bation, and that all information to this effect 
reaching us from English sources should be 
viewed with distrust. The course each will 
pursue is rather at present a matter for 
speculation, but the characteristics of the 
leading statesmen of Europe who shape pub- 
lic opinion in their own countries, and who 
will probably take part in the settlement of 
the question, are weil understood, and itis 
not difficult to foresee what will be the com- 
plications this question is liable to assume. 

As the result of the barbarous treatment of 
the Egyptians by the English, no Christian 
can now enter Egypt unless under the pro- 
tection of bayonets. This state of things will 
continue for years, and the armed occupa 
tion of the country by a Christian force will 

be necessary until this feeling on the part 
of the Mohammedan population is allayed 
| and removed. Occupation by Turkish troops 
possessing the same religion with the Egyp- 
tians, and having the same hate for every- 
thing Christian, will scarcely be sufficient 
to afford protection to the natives of other 
countries. If attempted itis likely to prove 
so great a failure that igtervention by othér 
European nations will undoubtedly become 
a necessity, and such intervention may there- 
fore be regarded as certain at once. Turk- 
ish troops as a matter of course may be sent 
to Egypt, but the real subjugation of the 
country will undoubtedly be placed in 

hands of the English, assisted probab! 

French troops, and perhaps by those of some 
other countries. The Egyptians will of 
course be forced eventually to yield. We 
doubt their power to offer anything like pro- 
longed resistance, although the latest ad- 
vices show them undismayed. and pre- 
paring to oppose the advance of any 
troops from the. coast towards Cairo. 
The leading English papers already 
speak of treating Arabi Bey as an outlaw. 
This unquestionably voices the opinion of 
the British people and is a fair indication of 
what every Egyptian who has taken part in 
the effort to tree his country from what he 
considers English and French oppression 
may expect. a 

English occupation of the country is liable 
to be prolonged for some time. The fires of 
hate which they have lighted will burn for 
many years, and though they have er- 
tinguished the flames in blood, yet the smol- 
dering embers are beyond their control and 
will unquestionably burst forth whenever an 
occasion presents itself. Some fighting will 
probably take place before Arabi Bey is 
finally overcome and driven from the coun- 
try. Then will come an era of assasination— 
always the resort of the weak and 
oppressed—on the part of the Egyptians, 
while they will be tyrannized over by 
British taskmasters who bear the just repu- 
tation of being the most soulless and exact- 
ing the world has ever seen. The puppet 
Khedive, who has not had the manhood to 
aid his people in their effert to be free, will 
be again placed on the throne to disgrace 
himself anew, and to act as the figurehead 
in whose name—but in reality as a formal 
mockery—their exactions will be enforced. 
The last pound of flesh will be required 
from the country for the benefit of the En- 
glish and French bondholders, whose mer- 
cehary and miserly interests will again con- 
trol the destinies of the Egyptian people. 

By whatever Powers the occupation may 
be carried out, Great Britain will certainly 
claim aad expect a leading part. It would be 
impossible for any nation, and especially 
will it be the case with the English under 
the circumstances, not to arouge ill-feeling 
and antagonism; not to create jealousy 
towards itself. We look upon it asa fore- 
gone conclusion that the nation deputed by 
Europe to occupy Egypt will surely create 
for itself enmities which will last as long 
as the Eastern question exists. There is 
already a growing coolness between France 
and England caused by this question. The 
kindly feeling which has existed between 
these two countries for many years, and 
which has been preserved in spite of many 
rude shocks, is on the eve of cessation, 
and we expect soon to see on the part of the 
French a desire to unite themselves more 
closely with other countries, with a view to 
the severance of the ties by which they have 
been so closely united to England. Inno 
event is the Sultan likely to be satisfied. He 
too will be treated as a puppet on a largér 
scale, and will be required to conform to and 
govern himself by the wishes of the other 
European Powers. His known astuteness, 
and especially his capacity tor intrigue and 
double dealing, will more than probably lead 
him secretly to interpose many obstacles for 
the purpose of obstructing and thwarting 
the demands they may make uponhim. The 
rage engendered by the English among the 
Egyptians will afford hima good opportunity 
to increase the hatred of Mohammedans 
against the Christians, to enlarge the sphere 
and swell the importance and influence of 
his own Caliphate, and when the final solu- 
tion of the Eastern question comes, if it 
comes in his lifetime, to unite under his 
banner against the Christian worid every 
man who acknowledges Mohammed as the 
Prophet of God. Bismarck’s course is not 
so readily foreseen. That he will probably 
guide and direct the policy of the thiee 
Emperors, and to a great extent that of 
a we do not doubt. Any bedevilment 


he can adopt to magnify the difficulties

of France and England and to increase the | 
growing coolness between can be relied 
on as surely as that he lives. Thus in what- 
ever direction we turn we see clouds which 
threaten future stornis growing out of En- 
giand’s action at Alexandria. They are 
threatening and forebode much evil to the 
Victims of her wanton cruelty, and as a just 
retribution perhaps to herself. 

THE SOUTH PARK COMMISSIONERS. 

Judge Smith made an interesting decision 
yesterday in regard to the constitutionality 
of the iaw passed by the Legislature at its 
last session changing the mode of appoint- 
ing the South Park Commissioners. These 
Commissioners, under. the original Park act 
of 1869, were appointed by the Circuit Judges 
ofthe county. The Legislature at its last 
session took the power of appointment from 
the Judges and gave it to the Governor. 
Judge Smith, who is not a party in interest 
(being a Judge of the Siperior Court, and a 
Republican), is inclined to hold that this act 
of the Legislature, ‘wag unconstitution- 
al. The Park act of 1869 was, as he 
says, submitted to the people and ap- 
proved by a popular vote. Any material 
change of it must, he believes, be subject to 
the same conditions as those which were im- 
posed upon the adoption of the original act. 
The question raised, by this decision is, 
whether the mode of appointing the Com- 
missioners is, in fact,,.material. The Consti- 
tutions of 1848 and 1870 contained the follow- 
ing provision quoted by Judge Smith: The 
corporate authorities of counties, townships, 
school districts, cities, towns, and villages 
may be vested with power to assess and col- 
lect taxes for corporate purposes.” And he 
then goes on to say that where these cor- 
porate authorities are elected by the people, 
or they have prescribed a way in which they 
shal! be chosen, it cannot be altered without 
the consent of the people. Yet it is difficult 
to see that the rights of the people are in any 
way infringed upon by transferring the 
power of appointing the Commissioners from 
the Circuit Judges to the Governor. The 
people of the park district as such do not 
elect the Judges any more than they elect 
the Governor; and the taxing powers of the 
board are not increased or diminished by the 
change in the manner of its appointment. 
All the rights of the people are sacred under 
one system as completely as under the other. 
Judge Smith’s decision, if it shall be sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court, may have im- 
portant consequences. It may be the means 
of overthrowing other amendments of the 
park acts and the General-Incorporation act, 
It is to be hoped, therefore, that the Supreme 
Court will scrutinize the decision closely 
when the case comes before it. 


SENSATIONAL SENTIMENTALISM. 

Tue TRIBUNE yesterday made the follow- 
ing statement as to the result of an investi- 
gation by one of its reporters: 

It is no exaggeration to state that in the 
neighborhood of 300 persons called yesterday 
upon Teresa Sturta in Cousty Jail. Nine out 
of every ten visitors were females, some young, 
some old: some virtaous, some fallen; some 
influential and respectable, and some poor but 
equally as curious. The social lights and leaders 
of society met and jostied against and even cong 
versed with the most notorious members of th 
demi-monde, and seemed willing to make any 
sucrifice for an opportunity of seeing and con- 
versing with murdeross. A large number 
were turned awax because there was not even 
standmg- room. e Sturla gets very tired. and 
disiixes to be considered a curiosity, but her 
vanity gets away with her good sense, and she 
a to glory in her suddeniy-acquired noto- 

Such a condition of things is a reflection 
upon the intelligence of the eommunity, and 
is designed to be an impediment to justice. 
Teresa Sturia is a prostitute and a murderer. 
These two claims upon sympathy are all that 
can be urged in her behalf, The crime of 
murder is not more heinous because of the 
woman’s character, but certainly she is not 
less a murderer because she is a prostitute. 
It may be that the circumstances attending 
the killing of Stiles are calculated to excite 
special interest among women of the town, 
because they are leading reckless lives which 
may betray them at any time into a similar 
situation; but it can scarcely be maintained 
that it is desirable for the protection of 
human life in general to encourage the ac- 
quittal even of prostitutes when they kill 
their lovers. If sucha privilege be conceded 
to this particular class it will not be long be- 
fore they will extend it so as to take in 
others; the privilege of killing, once a vested 
right, is pretty sure to be abused. 

The fact is, that there is no excuse for the 
sentimentalism which is evidently cropping 
out in this woman’s behalf. It is either sen- 
sational or morbid. The woman lives to tell 
one side of the story, and she has already 
told lies enough in the various statements 
she has made to destroy her claim to credi- 
bility. Her victim is dead and cannot refute 
any of her tales, and bis character and asso- 
clations were such that no influential efforts 
are likely to be made to vindicate him or 
urge the punishment of the woman who 
killed him. But well organized society 
ought not to demand any such efforts. If 
this woman chose to bear up under insult or 
submit to extortion from her lover that 
was her fault; her submission gave 
her no right to kill at any time 
she tired of the arrangement. Had Stiles 
killed her, her depraved character would not 
have saved him from proper punishment; 
since she killed Stiles, the same depraved 
character ought not to attract to her any 
special sympathy nor operate to procure for 
her immunity from punishment. * There is 
no logic in the rush to the jail and the proffer 
ot aid which this woman is said to be receiv- 
ing on all sides. The sanctity of human life 
and the integrity of society alike cry out 
against the sensational manifestation of mor- 
bid sympathy which is going on. 

It is the common practice for prostitutes 
and their lovers to quarrel. The dissipated 
and indecent life they lead is constantly in- 
citing them to crimination and recrimination, 
to petiy annoyances and revenges, to separa- 
tions and desertions. So long as they con- 
tent themselves with verbal abuse, or even 
knocking each other down, society is only 
concerned when it is scandalized by such ex- 
hibitions, and the police courts are generally 
able to straighten out affairs. But when the 
crime of murder is committed, society must 
assert its right to punish. Whenever this 
duty of society to itself is defeated by mor- 
bid sentimentalism or the interference of 
class influences, the community is threat- 
ened with a growth of depravity and an in- 
crease of crime. The men and women who 
are working up public sympathy and private 
influences in behalf of the woman who killed 
Stiles are guilty of a erime against society 
only less heinous than that of the murder 
which was committed. 

All this is unquestionably true in a general 
way. As to the particular case which has 
been the local sensation of the past week, 
there seems to be less occasion for senti- 
mentality than usual. Whatever the rela- 
tions of Teresa Sturla and her victim were 
before, the immediate provocation for the 
murder seems to have been that Stiles drove 
home alone after taking her out riding. “if 
he hadn’t left me at Sunnyside, it would 
have been all right,” were among the first 
words she is said to have spoken after kill- 
ing him. She came to tows, thought the 
matter over between midnight and 7 o’clock, 
prepared herself with a revolver, went 
to his room, and shot him dead. That 
is the case against. her, The char- 
acter of the crinie and the extent 
of punishment ought to de fixed under the 
law according to those facts. If there is to 
be any special sympathy for ber be cause she

ie a prostitute, then it is the 
State’s-Attorney and his assistants to show 
up the previous record of the woman’s 


shot at Stiles at different times, and had 
given him reason to believe that she would 
kill him some day. The theory of emotion- 
alism should be offset with evidence in re- 
gard to these alleged facts. The sentimental- 
ists should not have everything their own 
way. The law officers ought to take a prac- 
tical view of the case, and increase their 
efforts to convict in proportion to the active 
interference of sentimental influences to 
acquit. Society has claims superior to those 
of mawkish fools who weep over vicious 


bawds. 


Col. James S. Brisbin has written to 
New York Herald from Montana a letter 
concerning the beef-supply of the United 
States, which it its premises were sound 
would be safficiently alarming. He takes 
the ground that the increase of population 
is greater that the proportionate increase in 
the number of cattle in the United States; 
that there is a constant tendency to go out 
of cattle-raising in thickly-settled commiuni- 
ties, and that the present high price of beef 
is due to these facts, | 

Col. Brisbin is on duty in Montana. He 
says he is yot engaged in cattle-raising him- 
self; but, K he is not so, he must have a 
patriotic interest in having the Montana 
lands taken up for cattle ranges—they are fit 
for nothing else. The statistics which he 
gives in support of his theory are certainly 
lame and insufficient. It will notdo to make 
comparisons of the agricultural and manu- 
facturing products of 1816 with those of 
1882, as Col. Brisbin does. The mere sug- 
gestion of such a comparison, in view of the 
fact that in the former period there were no 
railroads in the country and few canals, is 
enough to cast doubts upon his sincerity. 
Of much greater importance is the fact that 
beef-cattie are selling now in Chicago, even 
ina time of phenomenally high prices, for 
less than they did the years immediately fol- 
lowing the War. 

The present high price of beef is due to a 
variety of causes, chief of which are the 
drouth of last year, the severity of the win- 
ter of 1880-81, and the growth of the export 
trade. The lack of rain in 1881 and the con- 
sequent failure in part of the corn ald grass 
crops caused an advance in all dairy prod- 
ucts and. in the price of cattle as well. It 
has been worth more to feed stock, and they 
had to be sold for more in order to save the 
first cost. In the winter of 1880-81, more- 
over, it will be remembered, the ground was 
covered for long periods by deep snows, and 
the cattle in the far Western ranges died 
literally by the thousand. This stock, if it 
had lived, would now be coming into mar- 
ket. The export trade meanwhile has as- 


ported 185,709 cattle, estimated to be worth 
$14,304, 108. 

Undoubtedly there has been a temporary 
scarcity of beef-cattle, and the butchers have 
made a harvest by taking two cents of profit 
for every cent added to the wholesale price. 
The scarcity; however, is likely to be tempo- 
rary. The evil will correct itself, Already 
it has enhanced the inducements to persons 
of means to engage in cattle-raising to such 
an extent that the deficiency will soon be 
more than made good. A late census bulie- 
tin shows that the increase in the number of 
cattle (other than milch cows) in the United 
States from 1870 to 1880 was 66 per cent, 
whereas, the increase of population was but 
30 per cent. There will not be a permanent 
rise in the price of beef until the cattle lands 
are fully occupied. At present the quantity 
ofsuch lands on the market on favorable 
terms is not nearly exhausted,

AN IDEAL SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 

The education of the young ladies ef a fam- 
ily does not always receive the attention it 
deserves. Parents are too apt toassume that 
because their daughters will be free from 
the temptations that usuaily beset young men 
in colleges, they may safely be sent to any 
respectable female seminary. To a certain 
extent thisis true. A girl who has been 
well brought up may under ordinary circum- 
stances be trusted not to develop an appetite 
for beer or to smoke cigarets—at least in pub- 
lic. But these negative virtues are not 
enough for the development of asymmetrical 
and lovely character. There are graces of 
mind that lie beneath the surface, and need 
to be stimulated by a watchful preceptor be- 
fore they can bloom into a pertect life. 

Reflections like these, trite though they 
may be, have probably influenced a philan- 
thropie gentleman in Bourbon County, Ken- 
tucky, to open a seminary for girls, which, 
we are assured, fills a long-felt want in the 
family circle. Precisely why Kentucky and 
Bourbon County should have peen chosen 
for this experiment may not b@ at once ap- 
parent to the casual inquirer, but all doubts 
on this score will be resolved by a brief ex- 
tract from the prospectus of the seminary:

dulating and very beautiful. arms are 
finely improved. emp, fruits, vegetables, and 
all grains grow in unsurpassed abundance, but 
the highest attention is given to stock-raising.

The suitableness of the blue-grass region 
for the growth of pretty girls has long been 
a matter of notoriety. Though the girls do 
not usually, so far as the mysteries of the 
region have been disclosed, diet on blue 
grass, they become in some way strong, 
active, courageous, and, as the novelets say, 
lissome.

No Improvement in East-Bound Freight 
Shipments—Water Bates Take Mest ot 
the Business Going East. 

East-bound freight business still conthhues 
extraordinarily licht. A large increase in Bhip- 
ments during the past week over those the 
preceding week, which were the lightest§ re- 
corded for many years, was expected. The in- 
crease, however, was 80 slight as to be bardly 


worth mentioning, amounting only to about 
2,000 tons. The railroads seem to be unabie to 
comprehend this increased stagnation in east- 
bound business. At this season, when the new 
wheat crop is beginning to move, producers and 
shippers are usually anxious to dispose of their 
old stock. The total shipments of flour, 
grain, and provision for the week 
ending July 16 last year, amounted 
to 60,882 tons, against 15,761 tous for the corre- 
sponding week this year. More than oue- half of 
the shipments this year was proyisions. Hardly 
any flour or grain is now being shipped East by 
rail. The flour shipments for the week ending 
July 16 last year amounted to 107,414 parreis, 
against 11,075 this year, and the grain shipments 
last yar amounted to 80,434 tons, against 5,831 
tous this year. These Ogures show how light 
the grain business is at present. The hopes of 
the Eastern roads that grain shipments will 
largely increase when the new wheat from u- 
sas and Nebraska comes forward will naruly be 
realized. The Western roads huve been bring- 
ing forward new wheat during the last 
two weeks, bat the light business the 
Eastern lines continue tocarry shows that they 
are getting none of it. od they are not likely 
to get any of this business as long as the all-rail 
rates are so much higher thao the rates by river 
and lake.

Besides, there is this to be taken into 
account that, while the English Government 
could act with their hands free, France is con- 
stitutionally bound to consult and obtain the 
sanction of the Chambers before engaging in 
any act that might lead to war. 


M. DE FREYCINET 

did the wisest thing that a prudent Minister 
could do under the circumstances. He went 
into the conference with the determination to 
avoid isolated or joint action with England un- 
less authorized by its decisions, and then oaly 
with the sanction of the Chambers. He thus 
qvoided all danger of plunging France into a 
war of which she might have been made 
the scapegoat af Germany, while at the same 
time he prepared for all eventualities by putting 
the navy on a war footing. His declining to act 
with England in the operations against Alex- 
andria oan, therefore, in no sense be construed 
into an admission of weakness or timidity. 


2 HE STOOD PLEDGED 
to the Chambers not to engage the country in 
war without consulting it, and was equally 
pledged to submit to the decisions of the con- 
ference. The English Government was under 
no such obligations to Parliament, and, in 
seizing upon the pretext of the arming of the 
forts in Alexandria as a motive for hostilities, it 
acted under pressure of the danger which men- 
aced the Suez Canal, and which rendered imme- 
diate action imperative to England. 


THE SAFETY OF THE CANAL 

was a question of much more importance than 
the consideration how thé action might be con- 
strued by the conference. Her boldness has 
been justified by the result, none of the Powers 
having felt themselves called upon to protest 
against it. Itmu:t not be forgotten, however, 
that she shelterec herself behind the pretext of 


SELF-DEFENSE, 
and professes now to return docilely to obe- 
dience to the decisions of the Conference. Of 
course, all that is now left for the latter isto 
condone the act. The French Government 
could not have (followed this exam- 
ple, the consent of the Chambers being 
an antecedent condition. Ali this is so 
clear that the efforts of Mr. Gambetta and his 
organs to distort the facts and pretend that the 
Government has sacrificed the honor and inter- 
ests of France to their pusillanimity are simply 
absurd. If they could make outa case of this 
kind it would 
PALLIATE THEIR OWN BLUNDERS 

and have reopened the chances of office to them. 
There is but little chance of this, however, for, 
notwithstanding the show of opposition made by 
Gambettists and Radicals to vote the Egyptian 
credits, the Committee on Credits after a long 
discussion has just come to a final resolution 
that their report would be limited toa re- 
cital of the declarations of the Govern- 
ment and would conclude by recommending 
that the vote of credit be passed unanimously. 
Thus the Government had no other course left 
than that which it followed. If the position 
which it occupies on this question be not as 
flattering to the pride ot France as that which it 
has hitherto held, the faultis not with it, but 
with the Chambers. 


EVEN M. JOHN LEMOINNE, 
who is one of the malcontents with the situa- 
tion, admits that M. de Freycinet has adhered to 
the strict line of his Constitutional duty. 
*“Engiand,” he says, “has found its case of 
force majeure, but the English Government 
is sustained by Parliament, which itself 
is sustained by the nation. We hesitate to say 
as much for o Ives. and this is why we cannot 
render the Government responsible for the pos- 
sibly bumiliating position to which it submits, 
and in which the Chamber appears to take 
pleasure.“

Iam credibly informed that a matter of great 
importance was privately brought to the atten- 
tion of the Ministry early this morning.

JOHN BRIGHT. 
HE HAS RETIRED. 
Spectar Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, July 15.—The New York Tribune 
received the followmg special cable from Mr. 
Smalley this evening: 

Lonpon, July 15.—In a conversation with Mr. 
Bright about his reported resignation he said 
that the true cause of it was the Egyptian pol- 
icy of the Government, culminating in what 
Mr. Bright considers an unjustifiable use of 
force in Alexandria. He was opposed to 
sending a fleet to Egypt originaliy for 
any political purpose. He considered that En- 
giand bad no business to interfere with the in- 
ternal affairs of Egypt, having no serious inter- 
est there, except in the Suez Canal, and the ca- 
pal was never menaced by Arabi or anybody 
else. He believes that 

THE MASSACRE 
of the llth of June was largely provoked by the 
presence of the English fleet. A constantly in- 
creasing number of foreign men-of-war in a 
friendly harbor is in itself a menace and un- 
triendly act. The motive of sending them— 
namely: the protection of English subjectse—was 
a good motive; but matters were so managed 
that the flect became a source of danger rather 
than protection. 
THE TRUE COURSE 
would have been to carry away such English 
subjects as wished to depart, and then to leave 
the Khedive and Arabi to settle their own dis- 
putes. The Sultan, as the sovereign, might 
properly have interfered. Mr. Bright admits 
that the restoration of Turkish authority in 
Egypt would have been a misfortune. But En- 
gland would not have been responsible, and Eu- 
rope would have required adequate guarantees 
for the departure of the Turks when order was 
restored. Healso admits that English inter- 
vention would have been beneficial to Egypt, 
but he repeats that England has no business 
there. When asked to fix 
THE POINT WHERE HIS MIND PARTED cou 
PANY 
with the minds of his colleagues he replied that, 
though unable to approve the general course 
pursued with reference to Egypt, he always 
hoped they would stop short of the employment 
of force. He ridiculed the notion that the fleet 
was seriously menaced by the forts, and dwelt 
strongly on the statement of the Standard cor- 
respondent and one other that before the bom- 
bardment began, but after the expiration of the 
time fixed by Admiral Seymour, the Egyptian 
authorities offered to dismantle the forts. He 
was not aware that the statement was officially 
confirmed, but, should it prove true, he thought 
that the beginning of nostilities after such an 
offer was deserving of 
4 THE STRONGEST CENSURE. 
Whether this report was true or not, be was un 
able to continue as a member of a Government 
sanctioning the bombardment. When asked 
what the fleet should have done after Admiral 
Seymour had delivered the ultimatum ana 
Arabi premised to discontinue the armaments, 
and then broke his promise, he answered that 
we have yet heard only one side of the story, 
aud he seemed inclined to discredit the evidence 
that the electric light showed that the troops 
were continuing the works.

Mr. Bright's extreme reluctance to sever him- 
self from the Government was even more strong- 
ly shown by his delay in taking the final step. 
He was present at the Cabinet Council so late as 
Thursday, three days after the hostilities began. 
His formal resignation was offered only yester- 
day. Even this afternoon some journals express 
doubts about its truth. 
SIR CHARLES DILKEE, 

in answering a question in the House, with 
characteristic caution said that there might be 
some grounds for the report. The iong 
conversation, above briefly given, might be 
condensed into a single phrase. Mr. 
Bright resigns from sheer abhorrence of 
war. How wide the divergence between him 
and the rest of the world is may be judged from 
his declaration that tue only war which was 
justifiable since the time of William III. was the 
suppression of the Rebellion by the Northern 
States.

AT HOME, 
COL. BOERNSTEIN’S STATEMENTS, 
Special Dispatch to The Cue Tribune 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Juiy 15.—Col. Boernstein, 
of this city, who was for several years on the 
Egyptian military staff, gives a local interviewer 
some interesting facts about the present contest. 
He says his sympathies are with Arabi Pasha's 
army. as the Egyptians have been much op- 
pressed by the present Government. “The best 
arm ot the Egyptian military service,” he said, 
“jis the infantry; the worst is the artillery; 
while the cavalry is but middling under the 
most favorabie circumstances. In the present 
war, which will doubtless be waged inland, the 
infantry will play the most important role, on 
account of the sandy nature of the country, 
which renders it almost 

IMPOSSIBLE TO DRAG GUNS 
or permit of rapid movements by horsemen. 
Where the country is cultivated it is rich, but 
where barrenness prevails it is bare indeed.“ 

What kind of guns are in use in Egypt?” 

“Krupp guns for their light artillery and the 
old-fashioned heavy ordaauce which was made 
from 18980 to 1840. Their heavy guns are good to 
fire at sunrise and to salute the Khedive on 
state occasions, but worthiess for war purposes. 
I would rather bave fen of their heavy 
guns fired at a regiment under my 
command than one Parrott gun. The English 
need have no fear of the Egyptians’ heavy guns. 
Cairo has no forts except the citadel, armed with 
those antique, wortbiess guns, and that could be 
shelied out in a very brief space of time. 
There is 
ö A VERY STRONG FORT, 
however, ou the Nile twenty-six miles from 
Cairo toward Alexandria, on which the Govern- 
ment has spent vast amounts of money and 
time. It is really a very strategic point, being, 
in my opinion, the key to Cairo. If the English 
can take that fort they can walk right into 
Cairo after bombarding the citadel for a short 
while.” 

“ Will Arabi Pasha make a stand at that point, 
do you think?’ 

“Undoubtedly, because he knows he cannot 
make a successful stand at Cairo, nor will they 
go into the desert. When potatoes growin the 
desert the Egyptian will go there, not sooner. 
do not think Arabi will fight until he arrives at 
that fort, 

TWENTY-SIX MILES BELOW CAIRO. 

He will make a determined stand there, and if 
defeated will fall back on Cairo, in which event 
a general massacre of Europeans will follow. 
The populace will be so worked up by their 
fanatical Mohammedan teachers that women 
und chiidren will participate in the reign of 
terror, and immense numbers of Europeans will 
be wiped from the face of the earth. Should a 
battle ensuein Cairo, the carnage would be 
dreadful on account of tne narrow streets. It is 
to be hoped peace willbe declared before that 
city is reached.”’

The 
railway to Cairo would seem to afford the best 
chance of placing the purtzuers at a disadvan- 
tage. The chief stores of the army are at Calro, 
and the railways converging on that point could 
easily be ¢ut before the British could follow. 
Even if menaced by too large a force, Arabi bas 
still the vast plains of Upper Egypt to retire to, 
with both the Nile and the railroad to Siout as a 
base of operations. The question most inter- 
esting to European countries is whether he will 
turn aside orsend adetachment andcut the 
Suez Canal. To do so at two places as near as 
possible to Port Said and Suez would be his best 
strategy, as it would himder troops and supplies 
being sent across the peninsula and prevent for 
the moment a junction of the Indian forces and 
the troops arriving from England. 

NAVIGATION MAY BE KASILY STOPPED 
by scuttling vessels laden with stones or by 
blowing up the banks, but as to how far the ca- 
nal itself can be permanently injured is not so 
clear.

Leaving Port Said the canal, for a 
distance of twenty-eight miles to Kantara, runs 
through Lake Menzaleh.

THE EGYPTIAN SOLDTERS. 
A COWARDLY AND DEGRADED BEGULAR 
WHO FEARS FIRE. 

Pall Mall Gazette. 

We have received the following from & cor- 
respondent who has bad considerable experience 

in Eastern wars: 

A not unimportant element in the considera- 
tion of the Egyptian question is the value of the 
Arab as fighting material. Uf the courage of the 
wretches who beat out the brains of so many 
Europeans caught by surprise and unarmed iu 
the late Alexandria riots, one may judge by an 
inciaent which took place in the course of them. 
Ou the great square of Alexandria some 
200 of these patriotic protesters against 
the rule of the foreigner were engaged iy 
hunting Europeans, when four attendants of 
the tribunal rushed out of their sanctuary 
with drawn swords, and the whole 200 took to 
precipitate flicbt, leaving the square empty of 
all but the dead and wounded and the four 
messengers of justice. Without some firm assu- 
rance of the support of mustafiz or nizam it is 
quite certain that none of the rabble would ever 
have dared to raise a band against a foreigner. 
A kourbash is quite enough for the courage of 
the Egyptianon any ordinary occasion. Asa 
soldier, the bloody régime of Mehentet Ali has 
given him a prestigé which, like the ‘scent of 
the roses,’ lingers long after the organization is 
shattered. It is true that once Egyptian soldiers 
defeated Turkish, but the latter were in a much 
lower state of discipline than now, while the 
former were ruled witb a vigor of which the fol- 
lowing incident, related by a veteran who re- 
membered Mehemet Ali. will give an example: 
A milkwoman came to the Pasta one day com- 
plaining that one of bis, soldiers had robbed her 
of the milk she was bringing tocamp. ‘The sol- 
dier was identitied and denied baving taken the 
milk. What did he do with it?’ asked the 
Pasha. ‘Drank it, was the reply. Ata sign the 
man's head was off nis body, and his stomach 
being opened was found full of milk. ‘Go,’ said 
the Pasha to the borrified milkwowan, paying 
her the value of her milk. but if de bad not 
taken it your head would have paid for it.“ 

“ Needless to say this Draconian rule has long 
passed away, and the Egyptian soldier of today 
is perhaps the most cowardly and degraded rea- 
ular in existence. In the late Russo-Turkish 
war they could not be brought to face tire, and 
were keptin reserve for depot duty. In the 
Cretan insurrection of 1866 the Viceroy’s guard 
was sent to the island to aid in the subjugation 
of the Ubristiana, but on the first encounter 4,000 
of them, attacked in an intrenched position by 
about 1,500 ill-armed Cretans, were driven itato 
their intrenchments, their access to the water 
sources was cut off, and they surrendered un- 
conditionally after the defeat of anether divis- 
ion, which bad marcbed to their relief—the total 
being 8.000 men, with artillery, and con- 
sidered the best troops in the Egyptian army.

of Krapi, threw down their arms aud were 
butchered without resistance by tbe Cretans. 
At the assault of the Convent of Arkadi the only 
use the Egyptians could be put to was to be put 
in front with the bayenets of the Turkish reg- 
ulars behind them, and no alternative of safety. 
They were in this way driven into the breac 
covering the Turks by their bodies. This was 
the testimony of one of the Italian officers in 
command of them, and nothing was more com- 
mon than for the Cretans to send an Egyptian 
prisouer away contemptuousiy, saying t it 
wus like butchering sheep to kill the Egyptians.

MISTRESS OF THE GOLDEN HORN. 

The upshot of it would be that Europe would be 
thrown intoa general war; that England now 
with ber hands {jlied with Ireland would have 
still more trouble from that unhappy isiand, and 
the sympathizers of Ireland in America wouid 
give no small amount of trouble to Canada. 
And it was just at this point where the interest 
to Canadian volunteers comes in. Were En- 
giand at the present moment involved in a great 
war, Canada would be compelled to look out for 
herself. Our volunteers would have to garrison 
Halifax, St. John, and Quebec. Toronto and 
Montreal would have to be strengthened, and 
the entry to the Northwest in Southern Mani- 
toba would require a strong guard.

CUT IN TWAIN. 


Particulars of the Collision on the Hud- 
son, in Which a Steamer Was Cut in 
Two Pieces. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, July 15.—Mr. William Belden’s big 
iron steam-yacht Yosemite started up the Hud- 
son River with the owner and a pleasure party 
for Catskill. The steamboat Chariotte Vander- 
bilt, of the Catskill Steamboat Company's line, 
running between New York and Catskill, started 
down the river in the evening. She 
had on that day got off the dry-dock, where she 
had been repaired, and was coming to this city 
with neither passengers nor freight, to help 
out the line with the heavy freight busi- 
ness of Saturday. The Vanderbilt’ had 
passed Rondout at 10 o’ciock last night, 
and was about off the Esopus lighthouse. 
When Pilot Whittaker saw the red and green 
lights of the Yosemite, and another tight at the 
masthead he supposed it was a tugboat. The 
Yosemite, Pilot Whittaker says, was running 
about twenty miles an hour. The Vander- 
bilt biew one whistie, signaling that 
she would pass to the right. 
The Yosemite replied with two whistles, and 
went to the left. The Vanderbilt repeated her 
Urst signal, and in the confusion, before the sig- 
nals were understood. the boats were tugether. 
The Vanderbilt. a large side-wheel boat of 585 
tons, stopped and her wheels were turned back. 
The Yosemite is an iron yacht of 481% tons, and 
was built for ocean travel. Her cutwater is very 
sharp. She struck the Vander bilt just at the for- 
ward port gangway; and, with a biow like that of 
a colossal ax, cut clean through the deck and 
hull of the steamboat and went a hundred yards 
beyond before she stopped. Thirty feet of the 
Vanderbilts bow oated off as the rest 
toppled over on its side. The violence 
of the blow dislodged the voller of the Vauder- 
bilt and it crashed through the wooden side of 
the bull into the river. lieved of that weight 
the wreck floated on one side, and wow ye 4 settied 
down in thirty feet of water.

Weakness 
among nations has a touch of immorality about 
it, because pa ai strength comes from na- 
tional virtue. it is the 1 of industry, 
order, forethought, love of country, determina- 
tion, und persistence. It is these things which 
make nations able to thrash the weak; it is the 
absence of them which prepares the weak for 
the thrashing. The fittest survive, even more 
surely among nations than among individuals.

MEXICAN ADVENTURES. 


Strance Experiences of a Bohemian 
Journalist—Adrott Thieves—supersti- 
tious Muleteers—Primitive Maidens— 
Curious Names—Ao Unlucky Advent- 
urer and an Unfortunate Pair of 


Breeches, 

Phitadelphia Press. 

They were smoking their cigars together on 
the balcony of the Girard House last evening. 
Both were newspaper meu. one from New York, 
and the other of this city. The conversation 
was on scenes of other days, foreach ad been 
a traveler in nis time, and had nad «perience 


of adventure. 

“ You were talking about clever robberies,” 
said the New York journalist, blowing a thin 
line of s .0ke through bis nostrils. I think 
Mexicans are the most adroit thieves the world 
ever produced. They would steal the teeth out 
of your head and you would not be able to de- 
tect them. A Mexican would have no difficulty 
whatever in obtaining admission into the Pony 
Clul of Georgia. You have beard of that no- 
torious commune of rascais? No? Well, the 
Pony Club consisted of a band of men who 
were robbers by profession. They prided them- 
selves on the daring and tho slight-of-hand dia- 
played in their depredations, and a Candidate 
for membersbip of the gang bad to give signal 
proof of his juggiing ingenuity before being 
accepted. A favorit method of trying the skill 
of a tyro was to take bim to a secluded spot 
in the woods, where a hat would be placed 
in a conspicuous position On a stump of a tree 
or a projecting rock. The club would then ar- 
range themselves in the vicinity of the hat in 
such a manner as te leave it visible to each one 
of them. If the candidate succeeded in steal- 
ing the hat without being detected by the 
watchers he was admitted into membership at 
once; if he failed, hie application was politely 
declined, and he was advised to seek some other 
means of employment. No Mexicano would have 
any troubie with wat bat. Thieves out there 
bave their superstitions, bcwever, which is 
fortunate for — . Riding through 
the villages, I noti large wooden crosses 
placed on the top of the stacks of Indian corn. 
On inquiry I was told that no dishonest person 
would dream ot pilfering even an ear of corn 60 
long as it was under tite protection of the symbol 
of the church.” 

“ What were you doing in Mexico?” asked the 
Philade!pbian, 

“] was writing a description of the line of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Sante Fé Railroad. It 
crosses the Rio Grande River from Texas into 
Mexico. I did a good deal of bhorseback-riding 
from El Paso to Chihuahua. In passing through 
the great Waste lands which lie for several bun- 
dred miles toward the City of Mexico, | came 
across the celebrated “Puerta de piedre,“ or 
“door of stone.” It is a huge bowider weighing 
200 pounds, and is the oniy stone in the vast 
tract of county. It was found many ycars ago 
by Mexican muleteers at a small lake cailed the 
Diamond of tue Desert. The long trains of mule 
caravans which stin traverse the Mexican 
plains always stop there for water. One 
day a muleteer lifted the stone and 
threw it over his bead. It fell toward the 
City of Mexico, and since then it bas deen a 
superstition with muleteers to advance the stone 
towerd the capital, so that good fortune may 
follow. Only one throw is allowed each man, 
and #6 many men are not sufficientiy strong to 
lift a weight of 200 pounds, the stone makes very 
siow progress. In seventy years it bas advanced 
nine een miles, Mexico City is 1,400 miles from 
where it lies.” 2 

„ow do you like the Mexican girls?” 

“Very much indeed, at first: but afterward I 
grew tired of them. They are All exactly alike. 
Large, black, liquid eyes, full red lips, white 
teeth, sallow complexions, and well-developed 
figures. You never see s thin or a fair woman 
in Mexico. Except in large cities they all dress 
alike, from the peusant girl to the daugh- 
ter «wf the wealthy ratichero, Their attire 
is vury simple, a chemise and a short pet- 
ticoat, pretty stockings, and low shoes A 
mantilla is used for a head-covering, and very 
graceful it looks. Corsets and gloves appear to 
be unknown. In/Mexico City the wives and 
daughters of rich citizens patronize American 
and French fashions, but @ven they appear to 
have a strong repugnance to sleeves and high- 
neck dresses. adies receive you in the 
morning in what would be considered full ball 
dress in the United States. I was a little shocked 
at first at the scanty attire of Mexican women, 
but | soon discovered it was the custom of the 
country and that nobody dreamed of it being 
indecorus. In villages you will see young men 
and women of the piace bathing together witb- 
out a stitch of clothing—an Eden-like sim- 
plicity with a veogeance,. All the girls swim— 
not like fishes, but like dogs. They paddle with 
their limbs in the same way as do and 
make a panting noise in the water like por- 
poises. 

How are you off for soap?’ ie a slang exvres- 
sion which originated in Mexico, I discovered 
that fact in ratber a curious way. In one of the 
small towns I bought some limes, and gave the 
Kiri si in payment. By way of change she re- 
turned me forty-nine pieces of ‘soap, the.size of 
a water cracker. I looked at her with astonish- 
ment, and ene réturned my look with equal sur- 

rise, when a nolice officer who witnessed the 
neident bastened to inform me that soap was 
the legal-tender in many ,portions of the coun- 
try for small sums. I ex&imined my change, and 
found that each cake was stamped with the 
name of a town and of a manufacture author- 
ized by the Government: The cakes of soap 
were worth one and a half cents each. After- 
ward in my travels I -frequentiy received 
similar change. Many of the cakes showed 
signs of having been in the wash=tub: 
but that, 1 discovered, was not at all 
uncommsn. Provided the stamp was not 
obliterated, the soap did not lose any value as 
currency. Occasionally a man would borrow a 
cake off a friend, wash his bands, and return it 
with thanks. I made use of mine more than 
once in my bath, and subsequently spent them. 

“One thing which strikes you in Mexico,“ 
continued the New- Yorker. “are the signs on 
the stores. The hotels, the gin-milis, and sa- 
loons are named after the most sacred names in 
Scripture. The stores, on the other band. have 
also signs, but not of a blasphemous descrip- 
tion. grocer will call bis piace of business 
‘Sugar and Dried-Fruits Store of the Dove’: a 
shoemaker, ‘Boot Establishment to the Rie- 

bant’'; a butcher, ‘Mutton Purveyor to the 

onkey’; and so on. Men’s Christian names 
would also appear very profane to us. Don 
Jesus’ is as common all OVer Mexico as Jack or 
Bill in America.”

“Not so many as Lexpected. Still there are 
alarge number of 222 men seeking their 
fortune in Mexico and Tex&s who are all Ameri- 
cans or Englishmen.

DEADHEADING A SCIENCE. 


A Novel Test Between Twe Experts in 
Pennsylvania ~ Undertaking on a 
Wager a Long Journey by Ball With«- 
out Paying Fares—T Interesting 
Experience of One of the champions.

RARRISBURG, July 5.—This city is to be the 
starting-point of one of the Most novel contests 
on record. Two young men, born in Reading, 
have for the past ten years been traveling all 
over the United States, separately and in differ- 
ent directions, without paying anr fare. A few 
days ago they accidentally came together in 
Héeading,and in a short time their stories of 
free travel became the topic of considerable 
talk. For the purpose, therefore, of deciding 
which of the two was really the more expert 
deadbeaa, two Reading merchants raised a purse 
of $100, to be given to the man who succeeded 
in reaching first a certain distant Western point. 
Milwaukee was first selected, but subsequently 
a city further West was chosen, supposed to be 
Salt Lake. Both men are to start from this city. 
The day has been agreed upon, but to prevent 
railroad poli¢emen and others from interfering 
with the men, or in any Way extending special 
favors, the time of the Start will not be made 
public in advance. Each man is to leave nere 
for the West without any money whatever, and 
be must make affidavit that he has conformed 
to this requirement. The contestants in this 
novel race are George Strauser and 
William Reed. The latter was in 
Harrisburg a few days ago visiting friends. 
He is about 36 years old, sun-browned and ro- 
bust. He said: “ Yes, 1 have got free traveling 
down to a science, for I have been at it many 
yeurs. I bave a roving disposition, and am 
quite fond of sightseeing. Of course I would 
not have traveled free on freight, coal, and das- 
setiger trains if I'd have been rien; but I was 
a poor boy, and could not first, second, or 
even third class. So you see | was compelled to 
do the best 1 could. But ip all my travels I 
never did anytùhmg wrong. Kind words, gentie- 
maniy conduct, and upright dealing with every- 
body enables me to travel just where I desire, 
and | may say nearly as quick as f [ bought a 
ticket for every mile of the journey.

Many of the Stories Told by the Mure 
deress the Reverse of the Truth. 

As the smoke lifts away from the recent 
tragedy at the Palmer House it is found that 
many of the stories told by Teresa Sturla after 
tne shooting are the reverse of truthful, and 
that ali the inferences to be drawn from Stiles’ 


letters to her when taken by themselves are not 
warranted by the facts as detailed by tne 
triends of the murdered man. 

Charies Stiles never let a day pass without 
writmg bis mother a long letter. He spent every 
Sunday with her, with the exception of his last 
Sabbath on earth, and that was because he had 
been out home from Friday to the next Wednes- 
day, over the Fourth of July. On tne evening 
0 that day he attended a flreman's ball at 

ixon. 

Teresa Sturla was vindictive, ana continually 
threatening his mother with everything terrible, 
and many times sent telegrams to her that she 
would be out on a certair train. 

Mrs. Stiles had been building a house on the 
farm, and Charley had promised to make that 
his nome. He was a member df the Board of 
Trade until very recently, when he sold out his 
membership for $4,000, and invested that money 
in some land that adjoined his mother’s farm. 

The woman Sturia often foliowed bim to 
Dixon, and on several occasions threatened to 
kill bim because be was unwilling to submit to 
her whims. One one occasion, when he was ill 
at the Palmer House, sbe came into the room, 
and, after picking a quarrel with him, opened a 
bureau drawer in waich were laid a lot of his 
clothes and deliberately poured a bottle of ink 
over them.

Goopvyow Hovst, FRANConrIA, N. H.. July 10. 
—Your correspondent seated himself in a Pull- 
man palace-car Wednesday night, for the pur- 
pose of going over the Grand Trunk Railroad, 
with anticipations of Making close connections 
at Kingston, Out., with one of the boats of 
the Richelieu & Ontario Navigation Company, 
bound for Montreal (it baving been repre- 
sented to him at Chicago that a boat left 
Kingston daily for that city), and such rail- 
road connections as would permit him to ar- 
rive at Franconia, in the White Mountains, 
Saturday morning. 

Carrying away the immediate pleasant re-

uring the the eye of the tourist 
quickly takes in ali the surroundings—the quiek-

THE CASCADE RAPIDS. 

The last-named rapid is remarkabie for its re- 
semblance to the “ chop-sea’’ of the ocean, and 
the vessel, while passing it, has a quick up-and- 
down motion, unpleasant to any one llable to 
sea-sickness. 

After parang the Cascades one beholds the 
beauties of Lake St. Louis, and for a moment 
observes the murkisu waters of the Ottawa be- 
fore they are absorbed and lost ia the St. Law- 
rence. The excitement incident to apprehended 
dauger continually adds szestto the anticipa- 
tion, and then gives piace, again and again, toa 
feeling of reitet and security when the danger 
has been until all thought of the kaleid- 
oscopically-changing beauties of seenery cul- 
mivates in the oue intense moment immediate- 
ly. preceding the time when the real event of 
the trip occurs. 

As the steamer nears Lachine, nine miles from 
Montreal, the vessel seems to “ slow,” as if some 
portentous event were soon to occur. The pas- 
sengers stand forward in great expectancy; 
and when a solitary canoe, manned by two in- 
dians, rapidly using their paddies, shoots out 
upon the waters from Cannawaga—aen Indian 
village opposit Lachine—the whole deck is in 
excitement, ana whispered from lip to lip is 
beard, * There he comes! Yes, there is the lu- 
dian pilot, and with intense interest all await 
the nearing canoe—the steamer being weil nigh 
motioniess. The canoe quickly speeds under 
the side of the vessel, and two Indians— Baptiste, 
who is to pilot the steamer through the danger- 
ous Lachine Rapids, and his assistant—asare 
helped on board. All eyes are turned upon them 
as they mount to the pilot-house and take their 
piace at the wheel; and, if concentration of ex- 
pectation and singleness of gaze can be con- 
strued as being an ovation, then these Indian 
pilots received one. 

it is said that the Indian Village of Canna- 
waga, from whence they came, was named after 
the converted lodians, who were called Caugh- 
nawagas,” or praying Indians; and that Ba 
tiste for twenty years bas shot out in his bark 
canoe and boarded the approaching steamer to 

PILOT HER DOWN THE LACHINE RAPIDS. 
It is reported that no white pilot bas ever suc- 
cessfully piloted a boat down these rapids; and 
that the proper course is a secret held aione by 
Baptiste and his Indian assistant to whom he bas 
imparted it. Be this true or not, this Iudian at 
the wheel is a sight to behold. He stands erect; 
every sinew seems taut; his face beams with in- 
telligeuce and seems to become almost rigid with 
determination. His black — gieam and look 
far ahead—uas the steamer obeys the rudder, ro- 
sponsive to the work of his band at the wheri— 
as the supreme moment of the voyage arrives, 
and she enters the shallows and deeps of the 
fickle, treacherous, and most formidable rapid 
of all. 

The swaying vessel pitches forward and then 
rises as if to be prepared to. breast the 1 — 
billows—on either side compassed by rocks — 
borne on the bosom of the swift current as if 
going to sure destruction, and with none to pre- 
vent save the iron- hearted, steei-sinewed, clear- 
eyed Indian at the beim. All stand in almost 
breathless silence on the deck of the steamer 
pow taboring iu the depths of the surging wa- 
ters, and are filled with awe by the grandeur of 
the-scene, until the last of the rapids bas been 
run and the boat sits on the smiling waters 

ain. Then, with a sich of relief and a gaze of 
admiration at the old Indian pilot, the eyes are 
ere long riveted upon 

THE VICTORIA BRIDGE, 

which spans the St. Lawrence, and is one of the 
most stupendous works of eugineering skill 
known—being the longest, largest, and most 
custiy bridge in the worid. 1 privilege of 
passing under this wondrous structure will 
alone amply reward one for making this trip, 

After the bridge has been the Oty of 
Moutreal lies before you, as if sleeping upon the 
brow of the waters. Afar, the two towers of the 
Courch of Notre Dame are made resplendent by 
the rays of the setting sun. And then the ves- 
gel touches the dock, and the 172-mile ride on 
the River St. Lawrence is ended. 

Your correspondent would affirm that it is one 
of the most delightful and truly picturesque 
journeys which can be made—more beau 
even than a ride on the Hudson.

THE CITY-HALL OF PARIS. 


Opening of the New Hotel-de-Ville, Re- 
placing the Eidifice Which the Com- 
muaists Mestroyed—PFresident Grevy 
at the Inaugural Banquet—A Tri- 
umphal Procession. 

New York Herald, 

Paris, July 18.—If any one could have fore- 
told on the terrible nigut ia May, 1871, when the 
flames of the Hotel-de-Ville went roarmg to 
heaven, that just eleven years later many of the 
Commuaists would sitdown in a new hotel on 
that very spot to hobnob with the official repre- 


| sentatives of the conservative Republic which 


they had fought against, be would have been 
scouted at as a foolor a madman. Yet the 
prophecy would tonight have been fulfilled to 
the letter. Tonight Paris celebrated the inau- 


guration of another municipal palace, and the 
Presideat of the Kepubiie stretched out the 
hand of fellowship to M. Songeon. As you 
know it was seriously feared for a moment that 
M. Grévy would refuse to attend the inaugura- 
tion. Rumors of dissensions between the Eiysée 
and the Municipal Council got abroad, and it 
was said with perfect truth that M. Songeon bad 
set his heart on turning a peaceful féte into a 
Communistic demonstration. In — ot fact 
he bad prepared a +. gue for 
the banquet, but finding that the Presideut was 
firmly determined not to risk having to listen or 
reply to it he prudently put nis Communism in 
nis pocket for the night and tossed his speech 
into a discreet waste paper basket. 

Harmony being thus restored M. Grévy con- 
sented to accept the invitauon of the municipal 
authorities, and at 6 this evening took the seat 
of honor which had. been reserved for him at 
the Hétel-de- Ville banquet.

Better Transit. 

One of the thost noticeable things counected 
with real estate is the energy with which new 
facilities are being provided for travel in the 
eity and between the city and ite suburbs. New 
u veuues of communication are being opened in 
every direction. Real-eastate values will soon 
feel the stimuius of these movements. 

The $5,000,000 of the capital stock of the Chi- 
cago & Cook Goutty Pussenger Railway, which 
is known as the Hannahs Elevated Railway. is 
now subscribed. The subscribers are C. B. Far- 
well, A. B. Meeker, Cyrus Bentley. W. P. Rend, 
P. E. Studebaker, A. M. Neymaa, Perry H. Smith, 
W. W. Kimball, Christian Wahl, and J. M. Hau- 
nahs. As soon as the company is fully organ- 
ized and the necessary autborizagon is received 
from the Secretary of State at Spring field, which 
wili require about two or three 8. the com- 
pany, whicb will be composed as above, will at 
vance proceed to acquire the rem of way. Its 
first tracks will be laid between Pullman ana the 
2 of the city. 

1 lilinois Central is preparing to lay two 
new tracks between Sixteeuth street and Grand 
Crossing.

It is to beld by the winner for thirty days after 
the race without liability to challenge. 

Upou the expiration of that period the wiuner 
must accept apy challenge. and be prepared to 
Salla race over the same course within tifteen 
days from the receipt of such challenge, or for- 
feit the cup to the challenger. 

Should any yacht succeed in holding the cup 
in two consecutive races during one season it 
will nat again be liable to chalienge until the 
commencement of the yachting seasou the fol- 
lowtua year. ° 

The yachting season on Lake Michigan in ref- 
erepee to this cup is understood to be from the 
third Saturday in June until the third Saturday 
in September in each year. 

In the event of the cup being heid by a 
eigu yacht the owner thercof will be liable toa 
challenge for a race dur the yaehting season 
of the next year over @ course Similar to that 
provided for on Lake Michigan. 


Vessels intending to compete for this cup | 


must proceed under sail on their own bottoms 
to the port where the contest is to take piace. 

Should a yacht holding this cup be sold out of 
her ciub the cup shali mot go witb her, but shall be 
returned to the Chicauo Lacht Club to be again 
sailed for as above provided. 


Upon the cup there shall be engraved the 


names of the yachts that have heid the same 
and the date won, and a die with appropriate 
devices thereon shall be eagraved, from which 
meduis can be struck, to be held by the owners 
of the yachts that have been successful in com- 
peting for this cup. 

It is understood that this is a perpetual chal- 
lenge cup and does not become the bona fide 

roperty of any yacht, but is given to enceurage 

riendly competition among schooner yachts of 
auy nationality.

The-New Cutter Yacht Olena. 
Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

DusvuQuE, Ia., July 13.—During the winter of 
1882 there has been built at the Diamond Jo 
marine ways, in this place, one of the finest five- 
ton cutter yachts that ever floated on fresh 
water. She was designed entirely by her youag 
owner and commander, and her dimensions are 
as follows: Length over all, thirty-five feet; 
length on load-water line, twenty feet: length 
Stem to stern, twenty-five feet; beam, eight 
feet; draught, twenty inches. She is cutter rigged 
with unshipping topmuast, a centreboard of 
three-eighths inch iron, weighing 200 pounds, and 
a balanced rudder of the same material of 100 
pounds weight. She carries in all 1,200 pounds 
of standing ballast. with air-tight compartments 
sulficient to flout the yacht and ten persons 
should she be capsized. All standing rigging is 
galvanized wire-rope. Her hull is painted biack 
with gold shear strake finishing at the stern 
in the form of a nude female figure. 
The model is decidediy original and 
gives the appearance of a small, rakish reve- 
nue Cutter. Her plenking is oak and decking 
asb. The spurs are of the best Norway pinc. 
The interior arrangement is ingenious, She 
has a forecastie to accommodate two men, a 
larwe Guck pit aft with roomy lockers, and a com- 
fortable little cabin with four berths. The whole 
is tinished in walnut and yeliow pine and bard- 
woud, oiled. A handsome binuacie with silyer- 
plated Jiquid compass and lamp attachment, 
trom Chicago, has also been provided. This 
bandy little tive-tonner, whose keel was laid 
early in 1882, was launched last May, and bus 
proven herself to be remarkabiy fast, and. 
beiug short and rakish, is very handy in a seu- 
way. Spe was built for salt-water sailing, but 
will retauin on the Mississippi fur some months 
songer until ber first long voyage, which will be 
from St. Paul down the broad Father of Waters 
to the Gulf of Mexico and thence up along the 
coast to New York City. “ OLENA.”

Notes from Studio and Gallery. 

Arthur Pickerm in the intervals of portrait 
painting has amused himself by doing some 
very realistic work in stili life. It is always 
noticeable in Mr. Pickering’s larger and more 
ambitious pictures that the accessories are the 
things that attract attention; a bodk, a violin, a 
bird, or a handful of flowers often arrest the 
eye and half atone for some deficiency or disap- 
pointment in the principal figure. Many a per- 
son has been heard to say that they would like 


] the old book, or the violin, or the table-cover in 


his painting of the “Weary Student,” 
and à parrot swinging in a golden ring 
is by far the best portion of a large Oriental 
painting. So it is not surprising thata study 
in oil of a box of cigars, a meerschaum pipe 
witha Turkish narghbile in the background, the 
whole seen through a pane of broken glass, 
should be exceedingly deceptive. Oude feels al- 
most tempted to put out his hand and try to 
take 8. cigar through the fissure in the glass. 
This is very like the work of William Harpett, 
some of whose wonderful reproductions of a 
smoker's outfit have been seen here. But after 
all, such things, While astonishing, are more 
artisan-like than artistic. and Mr. Pickering 


‘often paints an ideal head, ora little landscape. 


with a solitary graceful figure coming over the 
hills and showing against the evening sky, that 
have something of real poetry and sentiment 
about them. 


The most recent decorative nonsense is a toy 
tambourine tied with fancy ribbons and painted 
upon witpevery known and unknown device 
imaginable in Englisn, Japanese, or Chinese de- 
Signs. A clustér of daisies, a cat flying a kite, 
or an impossible sort of a landscape furnishes 
inspiration to hundreds of peopie who “ want 
something pretty and are determined to deco- 
rate, even if it be a flatiron, a broom-bandie, or 
some Other useful domestlo implement. The first- 
mentioned arti is frequently seen made orf 
poroelain. Dewey with roses, and laced 
face upwa upon the parlor mantel. firin 
engaged in the munufacture of these toy tam- 
buurines recently turned out 200 dozen ia one 
week, and could not begin to supply the city de- 
mand for them. It is only a wonder that they 
do not all get up and jingie of their own accord 
in indignation at the treatment they receive in 
the guise of decoration. 


E. E. Wilkinson is engaged in giving a careful 
and rather detailed representawon of the yacht 
Countess as she appears when Inegide the break- 
water and near the wharf. He has “set every 
sail to . catch the gale,” and every part of the 
rigging, every seam of the canvas, is seen at the 
distance the artist bas chosen to depict her.

The appointment was made unter the 
recent act of the Legisiature approved May 30, 
1881. It is claimed in the present proceeding 
that this act conflicts with the Constitusion of 
1870, and is therefore void. 

The Judge, in deciding the case, said that by

the people, a municipal or quasi-municipal or- 


poration for park purposes was created, em- 
bracing the towns of South Chicago, Hyde Park, 
and Lake, with corporate authority. Five Com- 
missioners were to be appointed by the Govern- 
or, and their successors were to be appointed 
by the Judges of the Circuit Court of 
Cook County. The duty was imposed, among 
other thmgs, on these five Commissioners 
and their successors of borrowing $2,000,000 
and issuing bonds therefor, for buying land for 
park purposes, eto., and to levy an annual tax 
not exceeding $300,000 for paying interest on the 
loan and keeping up the parks. Under the 
eighteenth section of the act the entire scheme 
of the parks was submitted to the electors of the 


above towns, and resulted in its approval by a 


ciear majority. The people of the district there- 
by gave their assent to the mode prescribed by 
the actof appointing the Commissioners and 
their successors. They the

by the Governor. In other words, it in effect re- 
pealed so much of the charter of the corpora- 
iow aaspecified the mode of appointing m- 
missioners, which had been assented to by the

NO SUCH ASSENT HAD BEEN GIVEN; 

leaving the other provisions of the charter as 
they stood. So that the Commissioners appoint- 
ed by the Governor were to possess the same 
powers, inciuding taxation, and be cha with 
the same duties as those appointed by the 
Judges. That was the obvious intent of new 
act. It would be idle to pretend the ture 
intended to Cony the taxing power to the new 
Commissioners, leaving them the empty honor 
of exercising police power over the park dis- 
trict for mere park purposes. Such an intent 
would amount toa mutual repeal of the entire 
park scheme and charter, for without means 
with which to extend improvements, and keep 
up those already made, the parks would speedily 
fall into decuy and ruin. Besides, to deprive 
such. Commissioners of the taxing power would 
amount to repudiation of the park bonds al- 
ready issued and outstanding. Unless, then, the 
act could be sustained as a whole, it must be 
deciared wholly void. : 

Sec, 5 of Art. 9 of the Constitution of 1848 pro- 
vided that the corporate authorities of count 
townsbips, school districts, cities, towns, an 
villages might be vested with power to assess 
and collect taxes for corporate purposes. That 
clause had been hejd to alimitation on the 
power of the Legislature in relation to the modes 
and instrumentalities under which local taxa- 
tion for corporate purposes could be im i. 
It was designed to prohibit the delegation of 
such taxing power to any persons other than the 
“corporate authorities” of the muvigipaiity or 
district to be taxed. It has also been decided 


that by such clause the “corporate authori-~ 


tles referred to must be elected by 
the people to be t or appoint 
in some mode to which they had given ir as- 
sent, and that to authorities thus elected or a 
inted, and to them alone, could that power 
elegated 4 Legislature. The Lincoln 
Park act of 1869, which was not submit to or 
ratified by the people of Chicago, required the 
city to issue bonds to such amount, not exceed- 
ing $500,000, as the Lincoln Park Commissioners 
sbould need for park purposes. The city refused 
to issue the bonds on demand of the Commis- 
sioners, and the court held it was not compelled 
to do so, because, although no taxing power 
was expressly couferred on thé Commissioners, 
yet, what was worse, a power to impose a debt 
without consent of the people or corporate au- 
thorities of the city, and to remove which taxa- 
tion would be necessary, was conferred on the 
buard, who had a mere ageucy created by the 
Legisid&ture without consent of the people to ve 
taxed. So much. therefore, of the act as as- 
sumed to impose such a burden on the tax- 
avers was in conflict with this clause of the 
nstituuon of 1848, and void. The same ques- 
tion was raised and decided the same way in the 
East St. Louis Police Com missionérs’ cases. 

As the Constitution of 1870 contained the same 
provision in the same phraseology in relation to 
local ation for corporate purposes, of course 
on wel settled principles it should receive the 
same construction as the similar clause in the 
Constitudon of 1848, and so the Supreme Court 
had held. Sec. 19 of Art. 9 of the Constitution of 
1870 also provided that the General Assembly 
should not impose taxes On municipal corpora- 
tions or the inhabitants or property thereof for 
corporate purposes. It was claimed, however, 
on Cornell's part that the act of 1831 was only by 
way of amendment to the South Park act or 
charter, and therefore 

NEED NOT BE SUBMITTED 
to the people for approval. But it would be a 
strange doctrine to hold that, though the Gen- 
eral Assembiy could not by original act violate 
the fundamental law, yet they might accomplish 
the same result by way of amendment, 

Finally, it was insisted that leave to file the 
present information. should not be granted be- 
cause the petitioner did not show auy sulfivient 
juterest in himseif. The objection was not well 
taken. The relator claim to be a resident, 
legal voter, property-owner, and taxpayer in the

JYommissioners. If he did net havea direct in- 
terest in the question whether uvautborized 
agents should be permitted to imposetiieral taxes 
on bim, it would de difficult to determine who 
was so interested. On the whole case, there- 
fore, there would be no doubt but that the act 
of May 30, 1881, was absolutely void, aud it fol- 
lowed then that the ndent who did not 
claim to hold the offiee of Boutu Park Commis- 
siover under any other authority was a mere 
usurper. If the majority of the Park Board 
held under no better title, any tax imposed by 
their authority would be absolutely void be- 
cause expressly prohibited by the Constitution 
of 1870. The prayer of the petition would be 
granted and leave given to tile the information.

The latter had 
known Wise's father in Austria, and the Wise 
family bad been under obligations to the Rohans, 
60 that the Prince was not surprised when Wise 
called upon him at Paris to pay his respects and 
testify bis gratitude. Wise said that he had 
while in America discovered the philosopher's 
stone, or at least a powder which would produce 
gold from the baser metals.

projects, but that M.de Sparre went inte the 


matter enthusiastically, and finally induced him 
to join in furnishing the capital Wise threw

The Splendor He Keeps Up, and His 
Calls on the Pope-—Famous Diuners 
That Me Gives—Belleffthat the Italian 
King Secretiy Wishes He Were Back 
in Egypt. 

Letter from Perugia to Manchester Examiner. 
Among the villas which dave sprung up in 


Rome since 1670 in the new quarter of the Macao 
there is scarcely any more imposing or attract- 


ive than the one generally known as Villa Tel- 


fener. It was built originally for Signor Aghe- 


mo, the private secretary and even connection 
ot King Victor Emmanuel, for that gentieman 
had married à relation of the Countess Mira- 


fiero, with whom the King, it is weil known, had 


contracted a morganatic union. This very hand- 


some villa became the property of Count 
Telfener, the railway contractor, who is 
now engaged in constructing the direct line 


from New York to Mexico. It then passed 
into the hands of the Oriental retired from busi- 
ness who is ut the present moment oue of the 


most prominent figures in the society of Naples 


and Rome. On his arrival at Naples from Alex- 
andria there was assigned to him the royal villa, 
La Favorita, and in that villa he established his 
family, consisting of ma femme.“ whom he 
never mentions save in terms of the highest re- 


he further established himself in Rome his pro- 
ceedings here attracted no little attention. He 
is, ju truth, @ very remarkabie man. Perhaps 
Manchester would like to knows some detuils 
about him. His house has done a good deal of 
business with Manchester. He thinks it just 
possibie that he persodally may again do busi- 
ness with Manchester. He takes a great inter- 


est in the welfare of Manchester. He can tell 


you, as exactly as was told in your impression 
of last Friday, the number of bales of cotton 
shipped from Alexandria to Liverpool for the 
manufacturing usages of Manchester. 

But at present | am chiefly concerned with his 
socia! position in Rome. There he kaows every- 
body worth knowing, and evidently made it his 
first business to do so from the moment of his ar- 
rival. Nor ig there any great difficulty for a 
person of fair standing in society to know him. 
This courteous Vriental receives visits in the 
morning. You go to the Villa Telfeuer, are 
shown into a spacious room on the ground floor 
to the right of the entrance, where you will find 
two or three gecretaries writing. On presenting 
your card or your letter of introduction, one of 
the secretaries disappears, returns in a couple 
of minutes, and by bim you are conducted 
through asmall ante-room into a large drawing- 
room, atthe end of which you will find seated 
the Oriental retired from business. He rises, 
receives you most courteously, offers you at 
once a cigar or a cigaret, whichever you prefer, 
insists, whatever remonstrance you may makejon 
hitnseif bolding the light for you when you are 
lighting your cigar, and will then — to chat 
on all possible subjects with equal courtesy and 
ease. He isa littie, decidedly stout gentieman: 
has no Oriental swarthiness or gravity in nis 
manner, for be is as fair as an Angio-Saxon, and 
in his features, which tell ot some 60 years of 
age, you are most struck by his balf-closed eyes, 
and by the slight squint which they possess. He 
speaks excellent, indeed perfect — is full 
of don mots und epigrams, and so overtiowing 
with anecdote that he might almost figure as 
the hero of Capt. Marryatt’s story. The Pasha 
of ay A Tales.“ Perhaps he will invite you to 
stay to luncheon, at which all the secretaries are 

resent. Later/jn the day the large gates of the 

ilia Telfener are thrown open and our Oriental 
friend may be seen setting out for his afternvon 
drive to the Pincio or the Villa Borghese in his 
dark caleche or brougnam, with the red wheels, 
the dark blue liveries, and the two fine 
horses. Atthe Pincioor Villa Borghese there 
is a universal bowing and greeting whenever 
he comes, above ali between the ladies and bim- 
self, for be is a prodigious favorit with the fair 
sex. Once a month. perhaps. when he sets forth 
for bis drive itis not in the brougham with the 
two gray horses. but in a magnificent state Car- 
riage with four gray horses, and coachman and 
footmaan wear not the usual dark biue, but 
gorgeous tight blue and gold state liveries. The 
state carriage takes the direction of the Quirinal 
Palace, where the sentinels present arms before 
be enters and after be has finished his visit to 
King Humbert. Sometimes the state carriage 
goes in another direction. As a rule, distin- 
guished personages in Rome who visit the King 
of Italy at the Quirinal do not visit the Pope at 
the Vatican, and vica versa: but our Oriental 
friend is equally at home on the right and the 
left sides of the Tiber, and when he drives up to 
the gates of the Vatican all the Swiss guards are 
called out, and this believer in Mohammed is 
treated with all the forms of old Papal etiquet 
by the successor of St. Peter. 

After these drives and visits be returns to the 
Villa Teifener, and no evening during his stay 
in Home is allowed to pass over without a dinner 
party of some ent or ten guests, at least one- 

if consisting of ladies; these guests, chosen 
with singular tact from the most influential po- 
litical or social circles, without any distinction 
of party. in the Italian capital. And if the say- 
ing ascribed to Lord Palmerston be true, La 
vraie base de la diplomacie c'est la cuisine.”’ 
our Oriental friend’s dinners are the highest 
triumphs of diplomaticart. Until his arrival in 
Rome, the Belgian Ambassador was considered 
to stand first in this respect; but the sauces aud 
entreméts of even Mr. M. Van Loo must hide 
their diminished heads before the unrivaied 
courses of a Villa Telfener dinner. The host 1s

Edwin Booth’s EK glish Meception. 
London Standard. 

That Mr. Edwin Booth would return to E. 
giand, his remarkabie success last year rendered 
well-nigh certain; and that his return was more 
than welcome the cordiality of the greeting ex- 
tended to him last night at the Adelphi abun- 
dantly showed. The play selected for the occa- 
sion was the late Lord Lytton’s Richelieu, in 
which, according to English opiuion, the Ameri- 
can tragedian is seen at his best. To what ex- 
tent the Richelieu of the dramatist may differ 
from the Richelieu of history it is uow tov late 
jn the day to consider, but that Lord Lytton's 
Cardinal is an exceedingly forcible stage figure, 
setin the midst of highly effective surround- 
ings, must be readily admitted. And in Mr. 
Booth'’s accomplished hands he loses noth- 
ing of that with which the author has 
gifted him. The actor's method is very admir- 
able. Voice, face, and gestures are in singular 
harmony; Richelieu’s individuality is preserved 
with remarkable skill, and if there is something 
lacking of that terror and majesty which are as- 
sociated with the name of the great Minister, it 
is, perhaps, rather the dramatist than the actor 
who is responsibie. The fox is at times too ap- 
parent; the Cardinal too obviously tender- 
hearted, too ready with the jest. The delivery 
of the famous curse is ina high degree impres- 
sive, but the effect is somewhat marred by tue 
almost undignified evidence of triumph in Rich- 
elieu s look and bearing as he notes how Baradas 
quails before the threatened maiediction; it 
may be thought, again, that be breaks down too 
utterly before the temporary success of bis ene- 
mies; but the struggie between physical weak- 
ness and indomitable will is worked out with 
notable power. After each act Mr. Booth was 
called and reealled to receive a tribute of ap- 
plause from an audience which he moved and

ALLEGED BYRONS. 


George Gordon de Luna Byren and Au- 
gustus Stuart Byron. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, July 14.—The following appeared in 
a city paper of Friday last: 

There has just died in London, England, a 
peculiar adventurer, kaown for neariy half a 
century as the Pseudo Byron.“ Little is known 
of him that does not come from a knowledge of 
bis pretenses. Accord to account he was 
born at Cadiz, Spain, in 1810, he pretending to be 
the offspring of a secret marr between Lord 
Byron and the Countess de Luna, a Spanish 
Jewess. He claimed to have been sent to Switz- 
erland in care ot a nurse, where be was 
educated at the expense of bis mother. 
In 1384 this romancer, who assumed the 
name of George Gordon de Luna Byron, 
pretended to have sought out Mrs. Leigh, 
the sister of Byron, and sucéceded in having 
bimself partially recognized in London. He 
thereupon set about the effom to make his pre- 
tensions of fiuancial value, and bis first exploit 
was to announce the publication of certain man- 
uscript works of his alleged father. This scheme 
was promptly explod by an article in the 
Atheneum declaring that be bad no access to 
the manuscript he pretended to have ready for 
print. Failing to secure the success of his — 60 
ects in London, where there was great skept 
cism over his claime, notwithstanding his strik- 
ing resemblance to the great poet, he came to 
America, andin New York began an alieged 
publioa don of the uuedited works. He got out 
but one number, however, the public here not 
proving gullible. In the winter of 1850-51 the 
‘pseudo Byron returned to London, and soon 
after was identified with an auction-sale of 
books. Certain of the books were repre- 
sented as coming from the libraries of 
Byron and Sheliey, and as having auto- 
graph poems and annotations withi These 
writings were speedily shown to be geries. 
Pretty soon Byron and his wife came back to 
New York and remained in obscurity. During 
the War Byron was atiached to a y of Mis- 
souri cavairy. From that time until the day of 
his death be had lived a sort of Micawber life, 
and attracted no public attention. He clung to 
his pretensions to the last in spite of exposures 
and ridicule, his audacity carrying him through 
all difficulties, and his skillas a raconteur and 
proficiency as a linguist gaining him many ad- 
mirers aud supporters. tle was without busi- 
ness tact, and failed in everything de under- 
took, whether as litterateur, journalist, dipio- 
matist, Government agent, an East India olticer, 
broker, merchant, bookseller, putdnt-rights 
agent, with all of whivh interests he was at one 
time or another identified. He had six children. 

The above articie, detailing as it does the re- 
markabie and interesting career of a man wo 
claimed to be the son of Lord Byron, brings 
again vividly to my mind myown experience 
with a remarkable criminal and adventurer, 
who also claimed the honor of being a naturg! 
son of the great poet. The circumstances, briefly 
reiated, are as follows: 

In 184 I was summoned to Washington by the 
Hon. James Guthrie, then Postmaster-General, 
to take charge of an operation iavolving the de- 
tection and arrest of a band of criminais who 
had been plundering the mails on tne line of the 
Michigan Southern & Northern Indiana Kall 
road. 

About a year before 1 took charge of the case 
there had been a frightful collision on the Mich- 
igan Southern & Northern Indiana, about nine 
miles east of Chicago, where that road intersects 
the Michigan Central,the tracks crossing at 
nearly right angles. One train had run entirely 
through the other, killing and wounding a great 
numberof peopie. I discovered,on entering upon 
the work before me, that at the time of the col- 
lision just mentioned two young Scotchmen had 
been passengers on the train, and that they had 
been in the United States ror some montbs, dur- 
ing which time they had squandered a great dea! 
of money, and were then very short of means, 
and on the return trip to Scotiand, It was after- 
wards ascertainea that thesetwo young men, 
taking advantage of the confusion and terrors 
incident to the disaster, conceived the idea of 
robbing the mails, which they did. and escaped 
to 2 with their ili-gotten booty. 

One of these young men called himself Au- 
gustus Stuart Byron, and claimed to be a natural 
son of Lord Byron, the poet; the other repre- 
sented himself as the nephew of Admiral Napier, 
at that time commander of the British Baltic 
Naval Squadron. The amount stolen was near- 
ly $14,000; but as is frequently the case, these 
young men spent their easily- gotten wealtn with 
a lavish bana, and, scon finding themselves again 
short of funds, they resolved to returnto the 
scene of their former crime. 

facts, learned easily in my investigation 
into the mail-robberies, placed me on the alert 
for the young men, and I soon obtained a clew 
that afterwurds led to the arrest and apprehen- 
sion of young Byron, and he ended his days in 
the Michigan State Prison at Jackson. 

One day I bad an interview with the Directors 
of the Michigan Southern Road, which bad suf- 
fered frequently about that time from 6bstruc- 
tions being pla on their tracks; and it was 
believed that at these wrecks the robbing of the 
mails occurred. In this interview Mr. Joseph 
H. Moore, the 8u 2 informed me that 
be bad gotten a letter from a man signing bi 
self A. Stuart, who claimed to know all about 
the parties who did the wrecking, and who for a 
cousideration agreed to betray them into the 
hands of the ‘ollicers of the law. He further 
claimed that be was in the confidence of the 
wreckers, they having approached him and of- 
fered bim a share in the profits of the job if he 
would assist them in their designs upon the road. 

I inquired what they knew, if anything, about 
the man, and I was informed that he sometimes 
signed M. D. after his name, and sometimes 
signed himself as Augustus Stuart Byron: that 
ne „ to be a natural son of Lord Byron, 

was Dow engaged as a com tor on the 
Aiichigan Expositer,in Adrian. * 

Without giving to the railroad company my 
knowledge of young Byron, I at once put a de- 
tective at work to get in with bim, and soon 
learned the following facts, which he gave as 
the history of his life. He said he was the son 
of Lord Byron by a woman whose maiden name 
was Mary Stuart, end who afterward married a 
man whose name was McDonald: 


Some Pretty Heavy Losses on Wheat 

and Provisions. 

The produce markets were weak yesterday, 
but not quite so bad in that direction as they 
were on Friday. There bad been a widespread 
calling of margins eariy in the day, and the bears 
were jubilant overthe idea that prices were 
going to tumble to a very much lower point. The 
markets didn’tgoexactly as they wanted them to. 
There was a little dropping off in provisions 
early, but the sellers did not come forward as 
expected, and some of the more nervous 
among those who had sold short the previous 
day thought it wise to fillit before the threat- 
ened reaction should come.“ The markets were 
reasonably steady up until towards noon, and 
then all of a sudgen they started downward 
both grain and provisions, under a heavy selling 
pressure, due to outside orders. The selling 
pressure did not last long, or it would have de- 
pressed prices to a very much lower point than 
they reached. Aiter the firstquarter of an hour 
the markets declined more slowly, the distinctive 
feature being rather au absence of buyers than 
a plenty of parties anxious to sell. 

Pork dropped about 50 cents a barrel, short 
rive 25 cents a hundred pounds, and lard was 
relatively firm, the biggest drop being barely 
10 cents, although it was quoted Is 9d 
lower in Liverpool—a tumble on the other 
side .which bas scarcely ever been 
equaled in one day. Of course it was understood 
that the Liverpool break was a consequence of 
Friday's decline here, so that the foreign quota- 
tion did not depress prices on this side as much 
as it otherwise would have done. Ine local hog 
market was lower, and the local trade in prod- 
ucts seemed to be generally bearish, waiting 
tor the selling by country bolders, who are re- 
puted to hold most of the stuff that is now in 
store bere. 

The weather in Western Europe was reported 
upsettied, and out West it was cool and rainy. 
Some letters were received stating that in Iowa 
they had had to fire RP their stoves in order to 
keep from freezing ‘to death the night before 
last. This was supposed to be bad for maturing 
crops but not unfavorable to wheat. The re- 
sult was that

in the first haif of the day, though receipts were 
larger, and shippers heid off from buymg. It 
turned down towards | o’clock only when wheat 
was breaking away two to four cents per bushbei 
from the closing prices of the previous after- 
noon. Wheat was reported moving very freeiy 
in the country. St. Louis was said to have re- 
ceived about 155,000 bushels, and our own re- 
ceipts were larger—19i car-ioads of wiater, be- 
sides thirty-six of spring. This was seized by 
the bearsasan argument that the ordinary 
channels of trade would soon be swamped by 
rae of new winter wheat, and some of them 
talked $1 as being a high price for 
it within a couple of months from now. 
The local bears sold siowly at first, 
and only went in on their muscle to reinforce 
orders which came in from outside. The Soutb- 
west was a heavy seller of wheat futures, the 
senders of the orders being supposed to be peo- 
ple who had beard the news from St. Louis and 
thought the decision of the Committee 
there ou the June wheat deal 
would prove to be fatal to high prices for gruin 
anywhere in the West this year, The greatest 
decline was in winter wheat, which fell off three 
and one-quarter to four cents, There were 
free sellers at about $1.20 early, but 
they moditied their views to $1.16. later., 
and it was stated that the drop would result in 
diverting a good deal of wheat already under 
orders to move here from Kentucky and the 
most southerly counties of Iilinvis. The holders 
said that New Orleans was bidding higher prices 
for it, and that the wheat will go down the river 
instead of moving toward the lakes. 

There was not so much excitement on Change 
as has frequently been witnessed on similar 
breaks in prices in the past. The reason was 
stated to be that, taking council from past em- 
Darrassments, the majority of those who do 
business for parties off the floor have recently 
insisted upon a much more adequate protection 
in the shape of margins than w formerly the 
rule. and, while a good many bad to telegraph to 
their principals for more money, the amount of 
money on hand was large enoughin very many 
cases to cover a decline much greater than that 
experienced yesterdsy.

MUST HAVE SUFFERED VERY HEAVILY. 
A break of $1.50 a barrel in pork in two days 
would mean $15,000 on 10,000 barrels, and that 
quantity is not by any means a large one for 
persons who deal in pork. Several orders have 
been received within the past mouth to buy and 
sell 20,000 and 30,000 barrets at a time, and Tur 
TRIBUNE reporter has seeu more than one order 
for quantities even larger than these. The 


magnitude of the orders given by some people 


is simply astounding. A million bushels*of 
wheat is not a large order by any means to come 
from the East, and half a million busheis is 
not a very large one to be received 
from Western correspondents. A break of 
two or three cents a bushel on such a large quan- 
tity means a big pile of money, and when it is 
remembered that not afew of the parties out- 
side who send these Speculative orders are — 

le in only moderate circumstances at the best 
t will be evident that such conditions are ex- 
ceedingly embarrassing. 

One failure was reported—that of R. T. Ham- 
brook & Co., who were long on corn and wheat. 
They operate mostly on Open Board, not 
being members.“ up-stairs.” Their losses were 
reported as high as $60,000, but this is believed 
to be an exaggeration, although the firm were 
pretty beavy dealers. A clerk in the office 
wouldn't name any amount, but said “ Yes” 
when the reperter mentioned $10,000 or $15,000. 
Customers not coming to time was the rea- 
son given for the suspension, and the clerk said 
the tirm would come out all right. 

No one bas yet been eases to represent 
Chicago in the proposed Toledo Convention for 
the purpose of securing a uniform standard of 
inspection of winter wheat throughout the 
country. A letter was received here from New 
York some time ago inquiring as to tne feasi- 
bility of it, and a reply was sent to the effect 
that Chicago would probably send delegates. 
The matter has been referred to the Directory 
of the Board of Trade, and they will take action 
at their meeting Tuesday afternoon. A TRIBUNE 
reporter talked with several grain men yester- 
day, and they said uniform inspection would be 
a good thing for Chicago, but they didn’t think 
it practicable. 

There was some talk of yellow-fever in the 
provision crowd, and some people thought that 
the weakness was larwely due to the scare of 
the previous day, though no one seemed to be- 
lieve that there was any truth in the rumor. 
W. L. Moody & Co., a lead cotton house in 
Galveston, telegraphed as follows to S. H. Rich- 
ardson & Ca.: 

“The Health-Officer assures us that there is 
not a single case of yellow-fever here.”

CurcaGco, July 15.—Your editorial about the 
new ordinance, which provides that street-cars 
shail stop only at the intersections of streets, 
suggests that there are reasons why such an 
ordinance is wrong. 

The companies are supposed to kuow better 
than the Council how to run their cars, and, as a 
rule, they have made their stops to accommo- 
date passengers. 

There are not the same reasons for applying 
such a rule to horse-cars as to the cable ears. 
and it is evident that this ordinance is in 
the interest of the South Side Company. 

The South Side Company contended when they 
applied for their cable franchise, that the 
could stop quickerand start more easily wi 
the cable than with horses, butit is evident from 
the accidents that have occurred that it is not 
so easily managed as they supposed. 
and not accommodation is alone to be considered 
some other means of eonveyance than street- 
cars must be brought into use. 

Aside trom lazy and unreasonable people who 
object to walking, there are old people, women, 
and small children, and the infirm. : 

It is seldom that the street- cars stop at an 
place for a man to get on or off, but they show 
their speed whenever any man hails them; but 
they must stop for womenand children; and 
why should they not accommodate the latter 
class as well as the former? Why should a 
woman be obliged to walk half a block and 
across a street (perhaps blocked with teams) to 
reach a car, or wait for one on acorner, in the 
sunshine, wind, rain, or snow, when they could 
have taken it in front of the house or shop where 
they happen to be? If the right car eae will 
it wait across the street for her? It it waits, 
how long? What s must she make? 
If it waits, no time is gained. If the corner is 
occupied by a whisky saloon is it a pleasant 
place to wait? Suppose she wauts the car fora 
route; she will wait five to ten minutes, and, if a 
bridge opened, five to ten minutes longer. 
Suppose the woman to be carrying a child, is it 
not cruelty to make her walk and wait? If it be 
just after dark, is it safe for a woman to be 
stand on a corner? When companies 
make rules conductors or drivers are not al- 
lowed any discretion. In this case the compa- 
panies are not mitted to use their own dis- 
cretion. By this ordinance the companies must 
ignore the crowds at the theatres, public halis, 
railroad stations, and hotels. 

The present ordinance provides that during 
the hours when the cars are crowded and the 
people are in a hurry, between 6 and 8 o’clock a. 
m. and between5 and 7 o'clock p. m., the com- 
panies may regulate their stoppages, and this 
seems reasonabie and just. 

The street-car is the poor man’s carriage, and 
should be made to accommodate him and his 
family. It che cars are only to sccommodate 
those living in the outside wards, let them have 
special cars and time-tables. If the pas- 
sepgers are to go to certain ints to take the 
cars, let the companies provide sbelter for those 
who have to wait. 

Under the rule of the North Side Company, 
wheu in force, and it will be the same under this 
ordinance, if a conductor fails to see the signal 
of a passenger to stop uutii he is twenty feet 
past a crossing, that passeuger must go to the 
end of the block and across the next street be- 
fore being permitted to get off; this the writer 
has seen practically illustrated. 

1 hope this matter will be reconsidered. T. 


[The great good of street-cars is that they 
furnish cheap transportation to the many. It is 
also desirable that that transportation shall be 
as rapid as possible. The greater the number of 
stops the longer the time required to reach the 
terminus, be it near or far. Stoppages between 
streets do not lessen the number of stoppages at 
streets. The wear and tear of stock is enor- 
mously increased. Humanity to the teanis re- 
quires as small a number of stops as possibile. 
The great desire of all people who ride on street- 
cars is to get home as rapidly as possibie. The 


enormous majority of those who thus ride get 


on at intersections, and they are unable to see 
why they should be delayed for the benefit of a 
few who are too lazy to go to a street-corner. 
There is a simple solution for the whole matter. 
Let those who are in the middle 
of a block when the car passes walk 
quietly to the corner and wait for the next car. 
In the prehistoric days of Chicago, with which 
the correspondent is quite familiar, when there 
was one car every haif an hour, it was a serious 
matter to wait, but now, when they follow in 
such swift succession, let the passenger wait for 
the nextone. Rapid transit, economy of opera- 
tion, mercy to horses, and the great comfort of 
the majority are all on the side of the Council 
ordinance. The many have some rights and 
the few must respect them.]

The action of the St. Paul Directors about the 
stock dividend became known yesterday.

Kiernan’s News Letter said: The market is in a 
position where a reaction may come at once or 
may be considerably delayed.

The number of ten-share 
certificates in this market, particularly of Lake 
Shore, shows large foreign seliing of late. It is 
said that J. P. Morgan bought 10,000 shares Erie 
on this side. Judge Hutchings is also trading

Long Branch, West End, gossip was very bull- 
ish and full of confidence. Mr. Gould, in con- 
versation with a press reporter, said that the 
general advance had only just started, and iu 
bis opinion the improvement would steadily 
gain ground and continue as fast as the great 
crops of the country mature and are successful- 
ly harvested. The German bankers say that 
their advices from home represent the grain 
crops in Germany are in as bad a condition, 
owing to cold, wet weather, as they are in 
France and Engiand.

Insiders 
eall attention to the fact that a large 
amount of steel rails were laid last year and the 
expense charged to operating-account. Gov- 
ernment busirfees on the road is large and is 
‘taken at regular rates. The Pullman contract 
expires the latter part of this year and may not 
be renewed, as the company wishes to secure 
palace-car profits for itself. The Directors’ 
party in St. Paul seems to have been unac- 
quainted with the contemplated movement, as 
several members are known to have sold their 
holdings at the beginning of the advance. There 
was buying of Louisville & Nashville by parties 
‘who believe they have trustworthy infofmation 
that the dividend will be paid and the stock will 
advance materially. The best information ob- 
tainabie is not favorable to the stock. 

Speculation at the West, the Public says, 
threatens to absorb as much money as it did last 
year. Loans amounting to 886. 000, 00% have been 
reported, and it thinks the amount actuaily bor- 
rowed is over $8,000,000 already, to fortify the 
clique that is operating for higher prices in Chi- 
cago and other Western markets. No estimate 
of the amount that may be absorbed in these 
operations is possible. but abnormal prices must 
tend to an unusual supply of grain into 
the markets, and to throw u the cliques a 
heavy load. The New York banks are now sup- 
posed to have a surplus reserve of $8,300,000, and 
it would not be at all surprising to see them re- 
duced below “the dead-line™ before the ist of 
August unless the speculative cliques meet with 
an extraordinary reverse.

Continued quietude prevails in dry-goods cir- 
cles, still for the time of year the volume of 
business 1s probably fully up to the average.

Hay was firm at Friday’s prices, though receipts 
were a little beavier than for several days. 
Little was done in seeds, flaxseed being held 
firmly at $1.26. Timothy and clover were held 
off the market, the former being offered at 
lower prices for future delivery, and the latter 
holding firm at $4.75@5.00 for prime to choice.

‘not look encouraging for big reveipts of winter 
wheat here in the near future.

The St. Louis 
decision is not favorable to high prices there, 
and no one can tell at this writing how much 
that may influence the markets at other points 
“in favor of the widow and the orphan.”’ 

It was remarked Saturday that receipts of 
wheat for the next thirty days will probably be 
smaller than they would be on a smaller crop, 
for the reason that farmers bave more to take 
care of before they begin thrashing.
